The body of Mrs. Spencer was 
found by her Filipino house-boy on 
his arriving to go to work yester- 
day morning. He said that when 
he left the place the night before 
he had moved te sprinklers on the 
lawn and on returning yesterday 
found them still going and in the 
same place he had left them. This 
coupled with the fact that Mrs. 
Spencer had not slept in her bed 
Wednesday night leads authorities to 
believe that the killing took place 
some time in the evening of that 
aay. 

Vincent Cruz, the house-boy, 
took Mrs. Spencer’s breakfast to her 
room about 8 o’clock, and when he 
found she had not occupied her bed; 
the night before, called the assist- 
tant gardener and they together 
began a search of the grounds for 
her. Not finding her they attempt 
ed to called Viano and when he| 
did not answer Cruz went to his! 
room over the garage and nearly 
fell over the body of Mrs. Spencer. 

Narcisso Paulino, the assistant 
gardener at once drove to the local 
police station and notified. Officer 
Tom Kearny who responded and} 
on finding the body he notified the 
sheriff’s office and the coroner. 

After hours of questioning, the 
authorities elicited from Vincent 
Cruz, a statement which they say 
gives them tangible information. 

Mrs. Spencer was the widow of 
Franklin M. Spencer, head of the 
elevator firms which bears his 
name. He died just two months 
ago, leaving his widow more than 
$100,000. The statement from Cruz 
dealt with a conversation which he 
had with Viano some six weeks af- 
ter Spencer’s death. 

“We were looking out of the 
window of iVano’s room,” Cruz told 
Coroner J. C. McGovern and Assist- 
ant District Attorney Bell. “He 
seemed to be brooding over some- 
thing. 

“Then he turned to me and said: 

“Chauffeurs here have been 
marrying their wealthy mistresses 
lately. Who knows? Maybe I will 
do the same. And all this, some 
day may belong to me.” 

It is very probable that Viano, 2 
man of 45, may have entertained 
hopes of marrying Mrs. Spencer, 
and that her refusal to marry him 
may have caused him to fly into a 
rage and end her life. 

A check up on the whereabouts 
of Cruz on Wednesday night proved 
that his statement that he had 
spent the night in San Francisco 
with his wife. 

The .32 automatic pistol with 
which the double killing was done 
was found under the body of Viano. 

The bodies were removed to the 
undertaking parlors of Layng and 
Tinney in’ Redwood City, and later 
Mrs. Spencer was moved to the 
chapel of N. Gray and Co., in San 
Francisco.

“Then there is the sum of $947,-

up to December 31, 1931, is $2,048,- 
733,392. This is a far cry indeed 
from the often quoted statement 
that fifteen billions of dollars have 
been paid out to World War veter- 
ans.”

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Prunedale Cutoff Open 
Round San Juan Grade 


The most important improve- 
ment on the Coast Highway, since 
it was first paved, became effect- 
ive when the Prunedale Cut-off 


was thrown open to motor traf- 
fic on Wednesday, according to W. 
C. Beasley, president of the Cali- 
fornia Mission Trails Association 

“Travel to California‘s Mission 
Trails will be greatly facilitated as 
aresult of this new and faster 
route, replacing the long-feared 
San Juan grade,” declares Beasley. 
“At the same time, theCalifornia 
Mission Trails Association urges all 
motorists to take time for a side- 
trip to San Juan Bautista, “City of 
History’, with its mission and other 
pioneer buildings about the Plaza.” 

“About August 1, all of the major 
highway improvements now under 
way on U. S. Highway 101 will be 
completed, making the Coast Route 
second to none for comfort and 
speed. The work at Arroyo Grande 
is almost completed, and it will not 
be long before the new straight- 
away from anta Maria to Los An- 
geles will be finished.” 

For years the Coast Route, now 
known as the “Mission Trail” has 
sueffred from the “bottleneck” 
caused by the steep winding San 
Juan Grade. This impediment to 
travel is removed by the new 
Prunedale Cut-off, 100 miles south 
of San Francisco. 

This new stretch of modern pave 
ment is 16% miles long and permits 
a saving of many minutes in driv- 
ing time. It starts 3 miles north 
of San Juan Bauiista, just north 
of the point where the Chittenden 
Pass Routs joined Route 101. Pass- 
ing thorugh Dunbarton, Prunedale 
and Santa Rita it rejions 101 two 
miles north of Salinas. 

The highest elevaticn on the new 
route is 550 feet, compared with 
1050 on the San Juan grade. Easy 
grades and long flat curves permit 
high gear travel the entire distance 
on the new route. The Prunedale 
Cutoff passes through a scenice re- 
gion, including the interesting sec- 
tion of outcroppings known as “The 
Rocks” and for a considerable dis- 
tance traverses the original ‘“Mis- 
cion Trail” or El Camino Real. 

The scenic San Juan route will 
be kept in the State highway sys- 
tem.

Employment Here 
Committee Busy 


With 116 names on the list of 
those wanting employment and 24 
cases of real need revealed, only 
three jobs have been offered 
through the Menlo Park Unem- 
ployment Relief Committee and 
the treasury is almost empty.

Some of the 24 per- 
sons needing emergency relief 
were actually hungry, while others 
could not see where the next meal 
was coming from. 

While the major need is for 
work to be offered, funds and food 
are needed. Contributions of even 
very small sums or the offer of 
even an hour’s work will help to 
relieve a serious situation. _ Resi- 
dents are asked to refer tran- 
sients to the police department 
which will provide food in worthy 
cases. 

All actual relief work is to be 
administered by the investigating 
committee with the exception of 
that for transients, handled by the 
police department. This commit- 
tee is made up of Mrs. R. F.

Although the California law does 
not require diming, all cars are 
equipped with dimming devices and 
double filament lights. Many mot- 
orists now tilt their lights to a low- 
er angle when approaching another 
car just as a matter of courtesy. 

E. Raymond Cato, Chief of the 
Patrol pointed out that this is more 
important at this season of the 
year than any other because thous- 
ands of cars re traveling with 
loads of camping equipment so 
heavy that headlights ordinarily in 
adjustment are tilted upward by 
the weight in the rear of the car. 

Patrol officials emphasize the im- 
portance of checking lights to see 
that both filiments in each globe 
are in working order. Sometimes 
when the motorist attempts to dim 
he is surprived to find he is with- 
out lights. This means that one of 
te circuits hag burned out. 

Check by patrol officers show out 
of state motorists dim more fre- 
quently than Californians no doubt 
because they are required to do so 
in their own states. 

Motorists who find that other 
drivers always dim when approach- 
ing them should check their own 
lights as tis may mean that their 
lights are glaring.
